BLOODY DECKS. 


More Rumors of a 
Naval Battle. 


Admiral Mello Expected at Per- 
nambuco Today, 


The Peixotto Dynamite Cruiser 
is Prepared. 


The Portuguese Minister Under 
Detention. 


British Forces Massacred in Africa—Anar- 
‘chists on Trial—A Petition in Behalf of 
the Montreal Yandals—Riot- 
ing in Servia.

PERNAMBUCO, Dee. 27.—(Copy- 
righted, 1893, by Cable and Associated 
Press.) Great mystery surrounds 
the movements of the rebel admiral, 
Mello. Nothing has been seen 
of him since hé@ sailed north on Dec- 
ember 20, presumably to show fight to 
the new government cruisers, Nithe- 
roy and America. 

Word has been received of twetie 
between Brazil and Portugal, because, 
by order of President Peixotto the Por- 
tuguese Minister was detained against 
his will. It is stated that the Minister 
tried to leave despite the President’s 


order, and that force was employed to 
detain him. 

The Spanish warship Christopher Co- 
lon has arrived from Rio, and reports 
that on Christmas eve there was 2 
heavy engagement between the rebel 
warships and the forts. Both sides are 
said to have suffered severely. 

Rumor has it that Cant. Nunez may 
torpedo the harbor and apply other 
precautionary measures to prevent be- 
ing taken by surprise at night or at 
any other time, The electric search- 
light is kept constantly in thorough 
working order. The people of Fer- 
nambuco are again worked up -to the 
highest pitch of excitement in antici- 
pation’ of witnessing a battle between 
the dynamite cruiser and the rebel 
warships. A sharp lookout is kept all 
along the neighboring coast aml signal 
are stationed upon ,every elevation 

ground from which a good view of 
the coast waters may be obtained. 

The government torpedo schoolship 
Parahybay recently ordered north with 
destination unknown, arrived here, and 
has almost as suddenly disappeared, 
fearing to be engaged in the coming 
struggle between the Nitheroy and the 
rebel ships. Another version of the 
sudden departure of the Parahyba is 
that she was ordered by Peixotto to 
steam for parts unknown upon an 
important mission. 


The Nitheroy’s crew have not been 


idle, and are now thoroughly trained 


in working the big dynamite gun and 
in handling the rapid-fire guns, which 
are like to play a gost active part 
in a night attack should Mello decide 
upon attempting to cut out. the 
Nitheroy. 


Later in the day great excitement 
was caused by the news that Admiral 
Mello had arrived at Bahia, and the 
men on board the Nitheroy began 
with alacrity to put things in readiness 
to meet the enemy. 

The rebel warships are reported to 
be cealing at Bahia, preparatory to 
starting for Pernambuco to capture or 
destroy the Nithergy; after which, if 


successful, they will give the America 
a drubbing. Mello is expected here 
tomorrow. It is not expected that he 


will attack in broad daylight. It is 
said that the Nitheroy will steam out 
to meet him. 

AMERICANS FIRED ON. 

PHILADELPHIA, ~* Dec. 27.--The 
American schocner Grace Andrews, 
commanded by Capt. Andrews, has ar- 
rived from. Brazil. Capt. Andrews tells 
a story of outrageous treatment by 
Peixotto’s soldiers in Rio Harbor. The 
captain kad started from his ship to 
the harbor in a small boat, ~nd when 
within hailing distance of the shore 
hoisted the’ American flag, but the 
soldiers on shore shouted: ‘If you 
don’t stop, we will shoot you,” and 
fired several shots. 

The captain put the boat on shore, 
and was arrested, together with three 
sailors, and placed in prison. They 
were then taken to Rio, and the Chief 
of Police put them in jail, without any 
food. They managed to communicate 
with the American Consul and obtain 
release. 

The captain complained about the 
soldiers having hauled down the Amer- 
ican flag on his small beat, but the 
Consul paid no attention to it. He 
claims that the facts of the situation 
at Rio are suppressed by the vtlicials,

CAUSED A SENSATION. 

LISBON, Dec. 27.—A great 
has been caused in government circles 
by the news of the forcible detention 
tn Rio de Janeiro of the Portuguese 
Minister, Count Paco d’Arcos. He was 
recalled recently, and was to have ar- 
rived here on Monday. Passengers by

ANARCHISTS ON TRIAL. 


Madrid Has Another Instaliment of Apprehen- 
sive Shivers. 

MADRID, Dec. 27.—(By Cable and 
Associated Press.) The trial of Del- 
boche and Vereira who were arrested 
in April, 1892, is now in progress. They 
were taken into cuStody at the door 
of the House of Cortés, with bombs in 
their pockets, and papers showing they 
were intending to destroy it, the law 
courts, ‘the officggs of the Council of 
State and Mimister of War, the Royal 
Palace and the Bank of Spain. 

Iextra care is being exercised to pre- 
vent dynamite outrages during the 
trial. The Governor of Madrid received 
letters threatening to blow mp the 
operahouse where the Queen, Regent 
and Infanta were 10 attend the perform- 
ance, last evening. They were warned 
and staid away, bui the fact of the 
threats became known in the audience 
and caused a panic, but the police pre- 
vented serious results. 

The excitement, however, 
throughout the city, and the 
rumors prevailed all night. 

The prisoners addressed the jury in 
an excited manner, upholding the prin- 
ciples of anarchy, but condemning vio- 
lence and proclaiming that the term 
“Anarchist”” was synonymous with that 
of “honest man.” The Anarchists also 
claimed that their brethren of Chicago 
and others who were executed as the 
penalty of their crimes were “martyrs 
in the cause of the redemption of hu- 
manity.”’ 

The prisoners denied that they had 
any intention to blow up the Cortes. 
They were tnduced to carty parcels to 
the chamber, and they insisted that 
they were ignorant of their ‘contents.

WILSON CUT UP.

His Scouting Party Completely Annhiliated 
by the Matabeles. 

LONDON, Dec. 27.—(By Cable and As- 
sociated. Press.) Several South African 
merchants of this city received cable 
messages today announcing that Capt.

JOHANNESBURG, Dec. 27.—(By

natives who engaged in the disturbance 
were mostly nployed in the mines, 
and numbered about two thousand. A 
hundred men are said to have been 
wounded, of whom six were danger-

The Northern Pacific Case Se- 
rious. 


Expensive Properties Acquired and Funds 
Perverted by Oakes and Ralston— 
A Petition to Set the Re- 
ceivers Aside.

CHICAGO, Dec. 27.—(By the Assoct- 
ated Press.) The Northern Pacific 
Railroad Company, by Silas W. Pettit 
of Philadelphia, general counsel, has 
prepared and may file tomorrow at Mil- 
waukee, before Judge Jenkins, of the 
Inited States Court, a petition for the 
removal of the present receivers of the 
road, Thomas F. Oakes, Henry C. 
Payne and Henry C. Rouse. The bill 
covers the same general ground that 
the Ives committee reported on about 
a@ year ago, and declares that Oakes, 
as president of the company, appointed 
R. G. Ralston, president of the Farm- 
ers’ Loan and Trust Company of New 
York, chairman of the Com- 
mittee of the road. 

At this time, it is asserted, the line 
was in good financial condition, and 
$2,000,000 cash in the treasury... The 
Oakes-Ralston, board managed to in- 
crease the interest charges for branch 
lines from $26,000,000 to $86,000,000 in- 
side of one year, for the acquisition of 
properties which, with one small ex- 
ception, have never paid the cost of op- 
eration. The petition further charges 
that officers and directors were them- 
selves interested in selling the proper- 
ties to the Northern Pacific Company 
at exorbitant profit to themselves. 

The petition charges that in the con- 
struction of the united railroads of 
Washington the members of the board 
derived a profit of $1,750,000, while its 
operation cost the company for the 
year ending June 30, 1893, $155,600. 

It is charged that the syndicate, of 
which Henry Villard was pregptent, 
and which include€@ many members 
of the Northern Pacific board of direct- 
ors divided among themselves $4,000,000 
trust certificates of the Rocky Fork 
and Cooke City road, of which $2,000,000 
represented coal lands worth only $200,- 
000, and the other $2,000,000 the Rocky 


Fork road, which cost about  $800,- 
000. This road the directors 
taused the Northern Pacific to buy 


from themselves for $1,400,000. By sim- 
ilar methods the directors are charged 
withmaking« profit of $2,000,000 out of 
the Northern Pacific and Manitoba deal. 

Charges are made in connection with 
the construction and oper ration of the 
Seattle, Lake Shore and Eastern. Mat- 
ters pertaining to the Chicago and 
Northern Pacific are treated at great 
length. It is claimed the price paid 
for this line and depot at Chicago was 
$10,000,000 in excess of the cost of the 
property eovered, and the profit from 
his deal was divided among many 
Northern Pacific directors. 

The petition shows that in conse- 
quence of this reckless waste of the 
company’s assets and additions to its 
obligations, the credit of the company 
rapidly depreciated, so that the floating 
debt could not be taken care of, and 
that by collusion of Oakes and Ralston 
a bill was filed for the appointment of

WASHINGTON, Dec. 27.—(By the 
Associated Press.) Senator Chandketr 
(Rep.) of New Hampshire, is about to 
come forward with a scheme looking 
to the remonetization of silver. The 
Senator proposes very radical methods 
of bringing this about. He contem- 
plates the introduction in the Senate, 
after the reconvening of Congress, of 
a resolution, which he will advocate, 
asking the United States to invite all 
foreign countries of the world to at- 
tend a monetary conference. 

A new feature of the praposed 
conference is that it shall not be 
restricted to European gold-standard 
countries but shall include South 
American and oriental silver-standard 
countries. Moreover, the invitations to 
the conference are to contain a declara- 
tion of the United States, that the 
purpose of the conference shall be the 
establishment and maintenance of an 
international datio with the specific 
declaration added that if such ' ratio 
cannot be agreed upon, it will be the 
purpose of the United States to adopt 
a single standard, and that standard 
not gold, but silver. 

By taking this extreme position, not 
as yet advocated in Congress even by 
radical silver men, Mr. Chandler thinks 
the hands of the gold-standard coun- 


tries, not now trading extensively with 
the Western world, can be forced,

THAT SALOON QUESTION. 


The usual game of handball was 
played with the saloon question in the 
Council on Monday. It was tossed | 
around from the Council to the Police 
Commisioners and back again, much 
agility being displayed to avoid arriv- 
ing at any. definite conclusion. It was 
plainly shown that many establish- 
ments hAd given up their saloon license 
and are now selling liquors during the 
forbidden hours under a restaurant li- 
cense, which only costs $2 a month, 
as compared with $50 for a saloon. 
This was plainly shown and admitted, 
and yet, when a movement was made 
to have an ordinance prepared defining 
what a restaurant is, so that these es- 
tablishments could be brought under 
the law, there was little or no response 
—gso little, in fact, that the motion of 
Councilman Rhodes did not even meet 
with a second. The question was 
finally referred back to the Police Com- 
mission for some sort of a recommen- 
dation, and the Council heaved a sigh 
of relief that this unpleasant question 
was once more postponed. 

All this is very tiresome to right- 
thinking citizens, who regret to see the 
members of the City Council and Po- 
lice Commission exhibiting such cow- 
ardice. It is now two years since, in re- 
sponse to a strong demand on the part 
of the law-abiding part of the commu- 
nity, the Council passed an ordinance 
ordering saloons closed on Sunday and 
after 12 o’clock on week days. From 
the very beginning this ordinance was 
a dead letter with a majority of the sa- 
loons, or with those which desired to 
keep open within the prohibited hours. 

Again, a few months ago, in response 
to strong pressure from a large num- 
ber of citizens, after a vast amount of 
“backing and filling,” the Council 
passed another ordinance abolishing 
private rooms and side entrances in 
connection with saloons, and more 
strictly defining the law in regard to 
the hours of closing, which had hith- 
erto been more or less openly violated 
by a large number of saloons. So far 
as the average citizen can perceive, 
this ordinance has also been entirely 
void of effect. The side and rear en- 
trances are still there, the  pri- 
vate rooms are still there, and a large 
number of the saloons still keep open 
house after midnight and Sundays just 
as they used to. Much abuse has been 
heaped upon the Chief of Police on ac- 
count of this state of affairs, and he 
has been charged with conniving at 
the violation of the law. In his recent 
report, however, Mr. Glass goes very 
thoroughly into this matter, and puts 
the blame where it belongs. He shows 
what further legislation is needed in 
order to make the present laws oper- 
ative, and, in fact, suggested the very 
ordinance regarding which the Council 
and the Police Commissioners are now 


For many years this everlasting sa- 
loon question has been the chief bone 
of contention in the city government. 
Once in a while, after a large amount 
of hard work, the people think they 
have the matter settled, and an ordi- 
nance is passed which ought to dis- 
pose of the question if it were carried 
out. But experience shows that such 
ordinances have been seldom carried 
out, and when they have been it was 
only for a brief time, in order to make 
a good impression upon the public. At 
present we have a different state of 
affairs. We have a Chief of Police who 
declares himself not only willing but 
to carry out the law in regard 
to the sans. All he desires is that 
the Police Corhmision or the City Coun- 
cil should back him up with the neces- 
sary powers. This, however, these gen- 
tlemen—or a majority of them—are ev- 
idently not at all anxious to do. In- 
stead of improving matters, they have 
actually made them worse, having de- 
prived the city of its income from a 
number of establishments which now 
pay only $2 a month to sell crackers 
and cheese and give away beer, where 
they formerly paid $50 a month to doa 
similar business under another name. 
The gentlemen of the City Council and 
the Police Commission should remem- 
ber that the citizens are watching this 
question very closely, and that, how- 
ever much the average American may 
respect the honest opinions of one who 
differs from him, politically or other- 
wise, he has no use at all for thé per- 
son who persistently attempts to keep 
astride on the top of the fence.

A WISE POLICY. 


The Populist Police Commissioners of 
Atchison, Kan., arrived at a wise de- 
cision when they determined to compel 
tramps who apply for meals and lodg- 
ings to work on the rock-pile in pay- 
ment. The honest laborer, who is out 
of work, will prefer this to eating the 
bread of charity. Honest poverty, is 
desirous of preserving and maintaining 
its self-respect, and just so long as that 
is preserved thé unemployed are no 
menace to the peace and safety of- so- 
ciety. It is the absence of self-respect 
and of all desire to be self-helpful and 
self-supporting that makes the tramp. 
He hates all labor of whatever kind, 
and his one business and calling is to 
find means whereby he may live with- 
out work. Out of this class of profes- 
sional idlers it is an easy matter to 
evolve the Socialist and the blood- 
thirsty Anarchist. The disorganization 
of society, if it would enable him to lay 
hold upon the earnings and the ac- 
cumulations of others, would be hailed 
by him with delight. Political and so- 
cial chaos, he reasons, might enable 
him to get his hand into somebody 
else’s pockets, and satisfy his wants at 
their expense. The professional tramp 
has no conscience, ané@ if he ever had 
one he lost it long ago in the,gpursuit 
of his unmanly devices. And a man 
without a conscience is like a wild 
beast let loose upon a community. He 
has no pity, and his own desires are 
the only things that he considers. To 
satisfy these is the aim of his exist- 
ence. 

Against such a class society must pro- 
tect itself, for the men composing it 
are its common enemies. It is no in- 
justice to reauire of them a proper re- 
turn for help bestowed. If this were 
always done we should have fewer 
tramps and less of crime. It is but a 
step from willing idleness to outlawry. 
If a man makes it his life’s business to 
get something for nothing he does not 
stand upon his methods. With con- 
science dead and _ self-respect gone, 
everything has departed that makes 
the trustworthy citizen; therefore it 
follows that the genus tramp must be 
firmly dealt with, and must be pre- 
vented, as far as possible, from preying 
upon society. Every community should 
have work of some kind, to which the 
able-bodied tramp may be put when he 
applies for assistance. It is the best 
thing to be applied to the tramp nui- 
sance, and those communities which 
compel the tramp to work will be the 
communities which will be soonest 
freed from their undesirable presence. 


WASTE OP TIME. 


The long-looked-for report of the 
Water Supply Committee of the City 
Council was presented on Monday. 
The committee finds that the assessed 
valuation of the company’s property 
is $497,185, the real value of which they 
estimate at $1,190,882. They allow 
$300,000 for the unexpired franchise, 
which brings the amount up to $1,490,- 
882, which they recommend as the 
proper price to offer for the same. 
This is something like $1,800,000 less 
than the price at which Messrs. Peirce 
and Shafer proffered the property to 
the city. 

It is becoming more and more evi- 
dent, as The Times recently stated, 
that there is not the slightest chance 
for a trade between the city and the 
owners of the waterworks. The own- 
ers of the works themselves say 
that they do not want to trade—that 
their property is not in the market. 
This means, of course, that it is not 
for sale,except atthe exaggerated price 
which was placed upon it by Messrs. 
Peirce and Shafer. As there is not 
the slightest prospect that the voters 
will consent to pay any such exor- 
bitant price, what is the use of wast- 
ing any more time on the «auestion? 
The only sensible thing to do is, as 
The Ti recommended, to let things 
go as they are until the time ap- 
proaches when the lease of the water 
company from the city runs _ out. 
Then we shall be able to talk business, 
which, at present, we evidently cannot 
do. When there is a difference of $1,- 
800,000 between the buyer and the 
seller in a property which the seller 
values at $3,250,000, it is evidently 
sheer waste of time to attempt to make 
a trade. The sellers could not come 
down anywhere near to the city’s esti- 
mate without making themselves ridic- 
ulous, and, on the other hand, it is 
altogether out of the question that the 
voters would approve of a bond issue 
based upon any such figures as those 
which are presented by the gentlemen 
who afte at present ostensibly in con- 
trol of the works. As far as The Times 
is concerned, we certainly should not 
approve the payment of/any such sum, 
nor do we believe that there is a single 
self-respecting journal in this city 
which would do so. 

Such being the facts, and consider- 
ing that there is no way by which the 
owners of this property can be com- 
pelled to sell at present, unless they 
desire to do so, let us agree to drop 
the matter for a time, and take it up 
again at a future date, when there 
will be a prospect of arriving at some 
definite conclusion, say, in about’ five 
years from now.

EXPENSIVE STRIKES. 


The cost of strikes is not appreci- 
ated as it should be. Among the 
causes of Riard times there is none 
which is more productive of hardship 
than these seasons of idleness, both for 
labor and capital, while the contest as 
to which shall be supreme is going on. 
In the most exhaustive strike between 
English coal-miners and coal-owners, 
the loss to the coal-owners, transporta- 
tion companies and coal consumers Is 
estimated at $75,000,000. That to the 
miners and others thrown out of em- 
ployment by dear coal is estimated at 
$92,000,000. The recent strike on the 
Lehigh Valley Railroad in this country 
cost the company $3,000,000, Comment- 
ing upon the .latter strike an Eastern 
exchange says: 

“It has undoubtedly cost the work- 
men engaged in it nearly or quite as 
much. These losses, especially of 
workingmen, are not easily repaired. 
All the world over the wage-earner 
expends for living very nearly up to 
the amount he receives. Compara- 
tively few accumulate anything for the 
old age that is sure to come. When 
work and wages stop there is an en- 
forced economy, but there is also with 
it a load of debt which it requires 
months and even years of prosperity 
to pay.”’ 


It is thirty years since the emanci- 
pation of the black man, and yet race 
prejudice has not died out, nor has the 
colored man enjoyed in the Southern 
States the full privileges of citizen- 
ship. The haughty Southerner does 
not relish seeing his former slave given 
political equality with himself. The 
idea of his becoming a sovereign citi- 
zen is distasteful to him unless he can 
control his votes and mold his politi- 
cal policy to suit himself. When he 
can do this, he does not object to the 
right of suffrage for the negro. If 
he will only consent to vote the Demo- 
cratic ticket. his vote is held at par 
value. But he is not willing to con- 
cede to him the right of independent ac- 
tion. The intelligent and self-judging 
voter is his abomination, and he is 
ready to pursue him and harrass him 
in ten thousand ways if he dare main- 
tain his rights as a sovereign citizen 
of this free republic. We are a long 
Ways yet from recognizing in every 
State and corner of this great republic 
every man’s right to be a man, what- 
ever his conditions or color. 


From New York comes the wild re- 
port that friends of Benjamin Harrison 
have perfected an organization and 
gone to work for the purpose of making 
him the Republican candidate in 1896. 
It is also stated that the movement 
is in charge of a gentleman who was 
one of Harrison’s lieutenants at the 
Minneapolis convention, and a Federal 
office-holder, of course. This report is 
probably one of those newspaper ca- 
nards which crop up from time to time. 
Mr, Harrison is not accused, even by his 
most determined ‘opponents, of being 
entirely destitute of those perceptive 
qualities which go so far to make the 
Statesman. Mr. Harrison must have 
at least a partial understanding of the 
effect which the tactics of his lieuten- 
ants at the Minneapolis convention had 
on the American people. Such being 
the case, Mr. Harrison will doubtless 
call off his indiscreet friends, before 
they succeed in making themselves too 
ridiculous. This is a McKinley year, 
and Mr. Harrison is too shrewd a man 
not to recognize that fact. 


A bill is before Congress, and will 
probably pass, for transferring the Pen- 
sion Office to the War Department. In 
that case Secretary Hoke Smith's in- 
terference with pension matters would 
be prevented, and Commissioner Loch- 
ren would be retired. An army officer 
would then take Commissioner Loch- 
ren’s place. A strong feeling exists 
among Democratic Congressmen against 
the present management of the Pension 
Office. It is intensified by the fact 
that in less than a year a new Congress 
will be chosen, in which every mistake 
of the party in power is sure to be re- 
buked. It is a fact, too,, that the War 
Department has been so stripped of its 
usual duties that the position of Secre- 
tary of War is more an ornamental 
office in time of peace than is any other 
in the Cabinet.

HEALING BY PRAYER. 


Rev. F. Warnon, the «Praying 
Evangelist,”’ in the City. 


He Will Begin His Meetings This Evening— 
Several Remarkable Cures Said to 
Have Been Already 
Effected. 


Rev. F. Warnon, the “praying evan- 
gelist,”” has arrived in Los Angeles di- 
rect from the East, and heralled by 
columns of newspaper comments. This 
afternoon at 2:30 o'clock he will make 
his first public appearance at the Gos- 
pel Tabernacle, Temperance Temple 
Hall, corner of Broadway and Temple 
streets, on which occasion it is re 
quested that the deaf, the lame, the 


| sick, present themselves for prayers and 


the laying on of hands. 

Mr. Warnon is a robust-looking man 
of middle age, a fluent speaker, and 
entirely absorbed in his profession: of 
healing through divine power. He em- 
phatically states that he is not a 
physician; that he is not himself a 
healer; that he does not profess to 
treat or heal in anys sense of the 
word. He gives no medicine, nor does 
he promise . guarantee a cure or 
benefit, since all of that depends solely 
on the will of God. He does claim that 
God has given him the gift of healing 
through the spirit of prayer: and while 
this healing is usually gradual, re- 
quiring sometimes three and four and 
more repetitions of prayer and laying 
on of hands, he also asserts that it is 
frequently instantaneous, a marvel to 
beholders. He likewise claims the gift 
of spontaneous speech. 

Since his arrival in the city two days 
ago, several alleged cases of “‘healing”’ 
and “‘benefit’” have been recorded, and 
duly affirmed in the presence of a large 
number of witnesses. One of these was 
a case of deafness of thirty years’ 
standing. A man was totally deaf to 
words, but could hear loud sounds. 
After being stood up at a distance and 
not touched, prayer was offered, and 
the man instantly heard a whisper 
eighty feet removed. He continued to 
hear whispers all day yesterday. A 
woman with two fibrous tumors on her 
neck, an affliction of fifteen years’ 
duration, was presented to him, and 
after prayer, both tumors disappeared, 
almost instantaneously. She subscribed 
to the miracle, adding, “‘I devoutly give 
glory to God, and I am a Catholic.”” A 
lady grievously lame from spinal diffi- 
culty, who could not rise or situp or 
searcely turn herself in bed for several 
days, was transformed by thelaying on 
df the hands and by prayer, and arose 
and walked to another room and anather 
side of the house, although not yet 
fully restored. 

Mr. Warnon dwells upon the fact 
that no person who expects a per- 
manent cure should abstain from sev- 
eral subsequent prayers and laying on 
of hands, even though a cure seems 
effected. He also makes an especial 
point of his work being a religious 
work, and that no fee or payment is 
ever asked.

City Fathers All Present, but Innes 
Changed Over. 


Requisitions for Repairs to a Fire Engine 
Referred Again to af Committee— 
Engineer's Report—Street 
Work Ordered. 


The City Council held an adjourned 
meeting, yesterday afternoon, with all 
the members present except Mr. Gaffey, 
who came in at about the middle of the 
session. 

A communication from the Fire Com- 
mission stated that the fire engine, for 
repairs to which requisitions were pre- 
sented, had been in use since 1873, and 
very much needed the work which had 
been done on it. The requisitions were 
none of them more than §300, but 
footed up to about $1600. 

Councilman Strohm said he thought 
the préceedings in having the steamer 
repaired had not been taken as they 
should be, but he believed the repairs 
should be paid for. 

The City Attorney was called in and 
said he supposed it was a case where 
a certain lot of repairing had been 
started with the expectation that it 
could be done within a certain cost and 
where it was later fouhd that the job 
cost much more than anticipated. 

Councilman Nickell moved to refer 
the requisition for the repairs to the 

nance Committee. He said that 
would give the members of that com- 
mittee something to do to earn their 
salaries. 

Councilman Campbell took exception 
to the remarks of his colleague from 
the east side of the river. He said the 
requisitions should go to the Supply 
Committte. The requisitions were, 
however, referred to the Finance Com- 
mittee notwithstanding the protesta- 
tions of Messrs. R es and Camp- 
bell of that committee. 

Dr. Kurtz was heard on the matter 
of the First street widening. He said 
he was a member of the company which 
was intending to erect a building at the 
corner of Main street. The company 
that had started to put the building 
there had done so for the purpose of 
improving Main street. As things were 
at present the suspense was causing a 
serious loss to the company. 

Councilman Strohm said that, in

THE COURTS. 


Three Supreme Court’ Opinions 
Received for Filing. 


A Highway Robber Convicted in Very Short 
Order—Some Probate Business At- 
tended to by Judge 
Clark. 


Three opinions were received’ from 
the Supreme Court yesterday by 
Deputy Clerk Sesnon for filing in this 
city, in relation to the following cases 
appealed from the Superior Courts of 
Kern and San Diego counties: 

The People etc. (respondents) vs. 
Chuey Ying Git et al. (appellants.) Ap- 
peal from the final judgment and order 
of the Superior Court of Kern county, 
denying a new trial, two of the defend- 
ants being convicted of the crime of 
robbery. Judgment and order affirmed. 

Charles S. Hamilton (@ppellant) vs, F. 
E. Bates et al. (respondents.) Action to 
recover $2152 for goods sold and deliv- 
ered to Ben S. and Josie A. Miller, the 
owners of the Hotel Josephine, built by 
them upon land purchased from the 
Coronado Beach Company. Being un- 
able to pay their indebtedness, the Mil- 
lers verbally arranged with Bates that 
he should take their property, sell it, 
and from the proceeds pay their debts, 
amounting in the aggregate to about 
$50,685. Subsequently it was agreed 
that the corporation, which held the 
land as security for the purchase price, 
should convey the title to Bates, who 
executed a mortgage upon the property. 
Becoming convinced that he would be 
unable to managé the debts he had as- 
Sumed, or prevent the sale of the 
property under attachments, Bates ar- 
ranged with President Babcock of the 
corporation to assume the indebtedness, 
the former paying $15,000 cash and hold- 
ing the property for the company, with 
the understanding that if any surplus 
remained after the debts were paid, he 
should receive half of it. Judgment of 
non-suit was rendered upon the ground 
that it was not shown that the corpora- 
tion ever assumed the _ indebtedness, 
and the appeal is taken’ therefrom. 
Judgment affirmed. 

A. 8. Kenyon (appellant) vs. Western 
Vnion Telegraph Company (respond- 
ent.) Action to recover $375 damages al- 
leged to have been sustained by plainiff 
by reason of the failure to deliver an 
urgent telegram sent by him from San 
Diego to Col, A. G. Gassen, 501 Geary 
street, San Francisco, on January 3 
last, for ten days, owing to the’ negli- 
gence of defendant in transmitting the 
address, sc that it read ‘‘Collag Mas- 
sen’* upon its receipt at San Francisco, 
whereby plaintiff lost an appointment 
as deputy in the office of City Assessor 


-Rennie, at $75 per month. 


The appeal is prosecuted from a judg- 
ment in favor of defendant upon de- 
murrer on the ground that the com- 
plaint did not state a cause of action. 
It is held that since plaintiff cannot al- 
lege that the City Assessor would have 
contracted to employ him for any 
definite period of time, and as the 
damages must be measured by the loss 
sustained, he cannot recover damages 
where the loss cannot be asce 
the judgment must be affirmed.

GEORGE ROBERT CAIRNS. 


Continued Evangelistic Services at the First 
Baptist Church. 

Three services, yesterday, in connec- 
tion with the revival meetings, at the 
First Baptist Church, attested the deep 
interest that has been awakened by Mr. 
Cairns’s earnest preaching. 

The prayer and consecration meeting 
at 9 a.m. was a season of deep solemn- 
ity, a real spirityal feast to all present. 

At 3 p.m. the Bible reading was one of 
of the most interesting yet given by the 
evangelist, who has shown himself a 
very apt Bible student. 

The evening service was one of the 
best yet held during the ten days of 
the meetings. The large auditorium 
was well filled, among the audience be- 
ing many from other churches in the 
city. The opening service was con- 
ducted by the pastor, Dr, Read, as- 
sisted by Rev. Richard Garton, D.D., 
eae of the Baptist Church at Santa 

na. 

Mr. Cairns’s sermon was an éexplana- 
tion of the much-vexed question, “‘The 
Unpardonable ‘Bin,”’ taking as his text, 
Matthew xii, 31: ‘‘Wherefore I say unto 
you, all manner of sin and blasphemy 
shall be forgiven unto men; but the 
blasphemy against the Holy Ghost shall 
not be forgiven unto men.” 

In his opening remarks the speaker 
showed conclusively that the truly 
converted child of God is forever safe, 
for none shall pluck them out of, His 
hand, and for such there is no fear 
that they will ever commit the un- 
pardonable sin. It is only those who 
are out of Christ that are in danger of 
being forever shut out of heaven. The 
unpardonable sin is not an outward 
sin, not doing violence to others. It 
consists in a persistent rejection of the 
wooing influence of the Holy Spirit, a 
repeated failure to accept Christ as the 
Savior of mankind. 

In closing his discourse Mr. Cairns 
pointed to the banner over his head, . 
bearing the question, ‘‘Where will you 
spend eternity?’’ and, with graphic il- 
lustrations and tender entreaty be- 
sought all men and women to seriously

‘fle is Not Inclined to Appoint Either Mrs. 
Mansfield or Mrs. Goodspeed as. 
Guardian— Some Very 
Plain Talk. 


PKe trial of the sensational contest 

over the guardianship of the person and 
. estate of Mrs. Annie A. Pratt, an in- 

competent, resolved itself into a battle 
royal between counsel yesterday, which 
attracted the largest crowd of specta- 
tors to the courtroom of Department 
Two than at any previous stage of the 
case, Practically the case is now 
closed and will come up for argument 
on Saturday morning, Judge Clark de- 
nying the motion of the contestants 
for a continuance in order to introduce 
further testimony; but a reservation 
was made allowing them to examine 
one more witness, should he arrive 
here tomorrow. 

When the case was called at 10:30 
o’clock, counsel for the petitioner, Mrs. 
Goodspeed, announced that they had 
expected to call Dr. E. C. Manning, but 
as that gentleman was engaged with a 
patient, they would not delay the mat- 
ter on his account, but would rest their 
case. 

Mrs. Aneh BE. Mansfield, the contest- 
ant, was thereupon called in rebuttal, 
but before her examination had been 
fairly commenced Dr. F. K. Ainsworth 
appeared and she was temporarily 

withdrawn in order to allow of his 
testimony being taken. 

' In pesponse to the questions of the 
court, Dr. Ainsworth stated that at the 
direction of the court he had examined 
Mrs. A. Pratt en December 22 and 23 
last. He found her mentally weak, de- 
mented and physically feeble. She was, 
however, able to walk with assistance. 
| The action of her heart was slightly 
accelerated by the exertion of walking. 
‘but there was no serious disturbance, 
and he could see no reason why she 
could not be moved without seriously 
endangering her health, if ordinary 
care was exercised. 

Mr. Hanlon expressed himself as sat- 
isfied when Judge Clark turned the 
doctor over to counsel, but Mr. Camp- 
‘bell, for the other side, questioned the 
witfless as to Mrs. Pratt’s surround- 
ings, which the doctor stated were very 
comf e. 

The examination of Mrs. Mansfield 
was then taken up again. She denied 
that she had ever seen her sister, Mrs. 
Cross, shake or scold Mrs: Pratt in the 
presence of Catherine Gaffney, the 
‘nurse, and stated that the latter was 
discharged from her employ for im- 
pertinence and impudence. 

Mrs. Mansfield was asked whether or 
not she had ever heard Mrs. Pratt 
speak of her daughter Lucy giving 
birth to a child before her marriage to 
R eed, but Mr. Hanlon vig- 
orously objected to the question as in- 
competent and not rebuttal. 

Mr. Campbell, in support of his ques- 
tion stated that he and his clients, the 
contestants, had never entertained the 
idea that this matter, which was notori- 
ous in the family, would be contra- 
dicted or denied, and that he proposed 
to show that when Mrs. Goodspeed de- 
nied that she had a child before her 
marriage she swore falsely. 

Judge Clark, however, sustained the 
objection, remarking that even if the 
petitioner had committed an indiscre- 
tion and been seduced thirty years ago, 
he could not see what relevancy that 
incident would have to this case. 

Mrs. Mansfield was then asked about 
the conversation between herself and 
her niece, in the presence of Mrs. Pratt, 
at the Butte county ranch in 1872 or 
1873, which, she said, she recollected 
very well, 

She was not cross-examined. 

Mrs. Cross, upon being recalled in 
rebuttal, also denied that she had ever 
shaken or scolded her sister in Cather- 
ine Gaffney’s presence, or that she had 
ever spoken an unkind word to Mrs. 
Pratt in her life. She stated that she 
was only at the house on Hill street 
for one day, after the arrival of Nurse 
Gaffney. 

Upon being shown the letter, which 
Mrs. Goodspeed repudiated on Tues- 
day, Mrs. Cross stated that she had 
received it in, February last, in. response 
to a letter she wrote to her niece about 
Mrs. Pratt’s health. 

Mrs. Mansfield was again recalled, 
and stated that she had never refused 
Mrs. Goodspeed permission to see her 
mother, except upon one occasion, 
when Mrs. Pratt was asleep. Pursuant 
to the directions of the physicians in 
attendance, she had allowed no one to 
see Mrs. Pratt, except at stated hours, 
so that her sister would not be dis- 
‘turbed. 

Upon cross-examination, Mrs. Mans- 
field admitted that Mrs. Goodspeed 
had been here since last August, and 
that, except for one solitary day, she 
had never missed her daily call to see 
her mother, up to the last ten days, 
when the trial of this case commenced. 
‘Her conduct on these occasions was 
always quiet and ladylike, and she 
treated her mother as any daughter 
would under the same circumstances. 
She considered it her duty to her sis- 
ter, however, notwithstanding the fact 
that she was not on speaking terms 
with Mrs. Goodspeed, to watch her all 
the time. She did this because she 
thought that Mrs. Goodspeed would 
talk too much and excite her mother 
if left alone with her. 

Gen. John Mansfield, recalled, stated 
that in April last he visited Mrs. 
Goodspeed at her house on Mission 
street, because he understood she de- 
sired to see him with reference to the 
removal of Goodspeed from the ranch. 
‘He had promised her that next time 
the went up to San Francisco, he would 
On that occasion, Mrs. 


did not look after her interests: but 
he told her that the executors of Judge 
Pratt’s estate, who employed Good- 
speed, declined to remove _ him; 
. tin his opinion, Goodspeed 
was the best man who could be em- 
ployed to look after her mother’s in- 
terests. He would not call the small 
plots at the Mission-street house a 
garden, and all the flowers he ever 
saw there were a few little, stubby 
oses. 

__A letter, purporting to be from Mrs, 
Goodspeed, was identified by witness, 
and a letter-press copy of his reply 
read from his copy bouk. 

_ At the close of the examination of 
Gen. Mansfield, Mr. Silent announced 
that the contestant desired to offer cer- 
itain documentary evidence, namely, 
the deed from Mrs. Pratt to her daugh- 
ter, for the Fair Oaks-street house, and 
the judgment-roll in the Goodspeed 
divorce suit, but, as these had not been 
received from San Francisco, he would 
a continuance until they ar- 
rived. 

In support of his motion for a con- 
tinuance, he also read the affidavit of 
Gen. Mansfield, for the purpose of 
showing that the contestant and her 
counsel had been taken completely. by 
surprise by the denial of the birth of a 
child by Mrs. Goodspeed before her 
marriage. That in order to prove the 
entire falsity of her story with refer- 
ence to.the Abacca elopement, they 
»xpected to produce the captain of the 
essel upon which the elopers took 

for Australia, and also ta ob- 


tain the deposition of Dr. W. Ham- 
mond, whom, they claimed, attended 
Lucy Pratt at the time of the birth of 
said child, and removed it from her 
father’s house, alive, to the sisters’ in- 
stitution on Market street. 

The affidavit of Charles Silent, Esq., 
was also read. It was to the effect 
that in order to verify the statement 
of Mrs. Cross, he had proceeded to 
San Francisco on Friday night last, and 
found Dr. Hammond at Livermore, in 
Alameda county. When interviewed, 
however, the doctor refused to affirm 
or deny the story, or tell further about 
it, claiming that if he had done as 
clai , it was in the nature of a 
privileged co unication, as he would 
not and could not be made to testify on 
such a matter. 

Mr. Hanlon read a lengthy counter- 
affidavit, sworn to by himself, in which 
he reviewed the previous proceedings 
in the case, showing that he had noti- 
fied the contestants that he was going 
to fight the case in September last, 
when the contest was filed; that he 
had given them every opportunity to 
procure all the depositions they re- 
quired and all the witnesses they could 
find; that they had had three months’ 
time in which to prepare themselves 
for trial; that the petitioner had proven 
to the court that the testimony of Mrs. 
Cross was false and prompted by hatred 
and malice; that she knew where Dr. 
Hammond was to be found all the 
time, but that no effort had been made 
to see him, and that he had in response 
to a telegram from affiant refused to 
corroborate Mrs. Cross’s testimony. 

After an interchange of compliments 
by counsel, a recess was declared until 2 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 

Upon reconvening at 2 o’clock, the 
battle between counsel was renewed 
with redoubled vigor. Just before the 
noon recess Mr. Hanlon had stated. 
that he received a telegram from Liver- 
more to the effect that “Houghton had 
interviewed the doctor,’’ and Mr, Silent 
opened the ball by reading an affidavit 
sworn to by 8. O. Houghton, to the ef- 
fect that he had not been out of the 
county for seven weeks past. 

Another affidavit, sworn to by John 
Mansfield, was then read, and created 
quite a sensation. It was to the effect 
that Mrs. Goodspeed had stated on di- 
rect examination that the vessel on 
which she and Abacco had taken pas- 
sage was a steamer; that two state- 
rooms had been engaged, and that 
Abacco was a single man; that on 
cross-examination it was disclosed that 
they sailed on a sailing vessel. That on 
December 25 affiant had received a let- 
ter from the captain of the brig upon 
which they eloped, to the effect that he 
had read an account of Mrs. Good- 
speed’s testimony in the San Francisco 
papers, and had been greatly surprised 
thereat, since they came on board his 
vessel as man and wife, and occupied 
one stateroom together until Lucy 
Pratt was taken off. That, evidently« 
inspired with a desire to see justice 
done, he asked to be allowed to come 
and give his testimony in person. That 
it was notorious that Abacco was mar- 
ried and had a wife and children in 
San Francisco at that time. 

Then an affidavit sworn to by him- 
self, was read by Alex Campbell, Esq., 
in which he denied that part of Mr. 
Hanlon’s affidavit which referred to his 
hunting up witnesses upon his second 
visit to San Francisco, and declared 
that he considered the latter part of 
Hanlon’s affidavit a mere bluff, not 
worth serious consideration. 

Mr. Hanlon, after producing his tele- 
gram, argued that the affidavits in sup- 
port of the motion for a continuance 
were fatally defective upon _ three 
grounds: First, the contestants had not 
resorted to legal means to secure the 
evidence desired; second, they had not 
made a satisfactory showing that the 
evidence desired would be forthcoming 
at a certain subsequent time; and, third, 
it was cumulative evidence, and not 
something entirely new. 

Messrs. Campbell, Monroe and Han- 
lon argued the matter with considerable 
heat for their respective clients, and 
neither spared each other, nor the coh- 
testing parties in the course of their ar- 
guments, but the court finally intimated 
that if they desired a ruling upon the 
motion they had better close before the 
time asked for had expired, and peace 
was restored. Judge Clark thereupon 
passed upon the motion as follows: 

“What I may say at the present 
time I do not want should be taken as 
necessarily indicating what the final 
determination of the case will be. In 
a conversation with one of the attor- 
neys at noon, I outlined what would 
be my present view of the case. and 
it is proper that I should do so now, 
in the presence of all of the attorneys. 

““As I look at the matter now, the 
only question in this case is: What is 
for the interest of Mrs. Pratt? The 
case is not a case at law, or a case in 
which Mrs. Mansfield and Mrs. Good- 
speed have any interest. They have no 
rights here. 

“The law of the State provides with 
respect to. the appointment of a guard- 
ian of a minor, that the father should 
be preferred if he is a suitable person, 
or, if he is dead, that the mother 
should be entitled to the preference so 
long as she remains unmarried. But in 
respect to the appointment of a guard- 
ian of an incompetent, the code gives 
no preference, and the only question in 
the case would be who, under all the 
circumstances, would be the most suit- 
able person. 

“Of course, in appointing guardians, 
the courts’ usually follow the same 
rules that the law prescribes for the 
appointment of an administrator. Here 
the daughter of the incompetent comes 
in and petitions for appointment as 
guardian. That is contested by the 
sister on several grounds, among others 
that she is incompetent, and that she 
is incompetent by reason of lack of 
moral integrity. Most of the evidence 
upon that point is adressed to the 


reasons why she 
is not the most suitable person. If that 
was the only objection, I should be in- 
clined to appoint her.: But she is ad- 
mittedly something of an invalid, has 
difficulty in going about, has partially 
lost the use of her right arm, so that 
she has difficulty in writing. The prop- 
erty is a large ranching or farming 
property. While, of course, it is not 
supposed that the guardian will see to 
the building of the levees or the farm- 
ing of the ranch,. yet it is proper that 
the person should be appointed who 
would be best qualified, or who would, 
in some degree, oversee that. If Mrs. 
Goodspeed (and & say that she is en- 
titiled to no preference under the law,) 
is not a safe, fit, and suitable person, 
then, following down, we come to the 
sisters. They, of course, are unfit and 
unsuitable persons, in view of the evi- 
cence and the circumstances in the 
case. I. do not know what showing 
may be made upon proper proceedings 
for an accounting; but certainly, upon 
the evidence here, they do not appear 
in a very favorable light. They appear 
to have been living upon the money of 
their invalid sister, and there is some 
evidence tending to show that they 
tried to poison her mind against her 
daughter. Passing from the sisters 
then, we come to the grandchildren, 
and following, by analogy, the rule in 
law where a person is entitled to be 
appointed administrator, or where a 
guardian of a minor is to be appointed, 
I think that the guardian of the chil- 
dren of Charles Pratt would be the most 
suitable person. I say I do not wish this 
to be regarded as indicating the final 
decision of the case, but it is a matter 
that I have thought over in the progress 
of the case. —

RIVERSIDE COUNTY. 


Judge Noyes’s Decision in the Jarvis Case— 
An Important Ruling. 
The decision of Judge Noyes, ren- 
dered Tuesday, in which Mrs. Mary A. 
Jarvis was given judgment in the sum 
of $1362.62 in her suit against the 
Orange-growers’ Packing Company, is 
one of much importance, as it bears 
upon the system of marketing oranges 
in vogue here during the past and helps 
to define, to some extent, the relations 


existing between growers and packers 
and shippers. 

Plaintiff alleged that between the 
months of January and May, 1893, cer- 
tain quantities of oranges were de- 
livered to defendant, a stipulated price 
having been agreed upon between plain- 
tiff and defendant. Defendant, on the 
contrary, avers that said oranges were 
received on consignment only, and that 
defendant claimed and never had other 
interest in the oranges than that of 
commission for packing and selling. 
The testimony from the principal wit- 


nesses was somewhat conflicting, but 
there was argument in many particulars 
in the statement of witnesses for both 
sides. 
It was shown that a written agree- 
ment was submitted in March,* signed 
by the Orange-growers’ Packing Com- 
pany, nccepted and signed by plaintiff, 
according to which plaintiff was to de- 
liver oranges of specified varieties and 
sizes for which a stipulated price would 
be paid. This statement was accepted 
by Judge Noyes in rendering his de- 
cision, to mean what it said upon its 
face, though defendant's chief witness 
testified that it was intended that the 
stipulated price was to be paid only 
in case that sum was realized in the 
sale. The instrument had no such 
meaning implied. The judge suggests 
that to cause fruit to be delivered 
under such written agreement, with 
the avowed intention of defendant to 
pay such price only as stated, is tanta- 
mount to cold and premeditated fraud. 
There was no evidence to prove that 
plaintiff would not receive, or was not 
entitled to, the price specified in the 
written agreement, which both plaintiff 
and defendant assented to and signed. 
Hence judgment was given in the sum 
named. 

RIVERSIDE BREVITIES. 
Mrs. Sargent has been appointed ex- 
ecutrix of the estate of her late hus- 
band, I. P. Sargent. The value of the 
estate exceeds $40,000. 
May L. Gahr and L. S. Gahr have 
brought suit to have set aside and an- 
nulled a contract entered into with P. 
A. Clark, deceased, in 1890, by which 
the latter was to plant a certain tract 
of land, consisting of thirty-five acres 
to deciduous fruits of such varieties 
as plaintiff should specify, the same to 
be purchased, planted and cared for 
during a period of three years by de- 
fendant, in consideration for which de- 
fendant was to receive half the land— 
seventeen and one-half acres. As de- 
fendant has fulfilled no part of the con- 
tract, plaintiffs ask possession of the 
land. The suit is brought against D. 
M. Browning, administrator of the 
estate of P. A. Clark.

Offenders Dealt With Yesterday 
in the Police Court. 


Vagabonds and Drunks are in the [ajority 
Among'the Petty Criminals—The Trou- 
ble George Stevens's Ugty Dis- 
position Led Him Into. 


Police Judge Seaman had a light dav 
in his department of the city justice 
dispensary yesterday, the decrease in 
the number of offenders compared with 
those Handled on the previous day be- 
ing particularly marked. 

John Marshal was one of the lazy un- 
fortunates who gain sustenance by beg- 
ging. He had no excuse to offer for 
his condition, and as he appeared well 
it was ordercd that he be 
confined in the City Jail for a period of 
ten days. 

George Stevens had a crooked nose 
and his ugliness wes only equalled by 
his thoroughly mean temper. He was 
wandering around the streets Tuesday 


and a kind-hearted citizen took him to 


Melsted’s restaurant on Second street 
and paid for a meal, which Stevens 
claimed that he was very much in need 
of. While in the restaurant the man 
picked a quirrel with a customer and a 
free fight ensued, after which Stevens 
was fired out of the place by a waiter. 

He was not at all dismayed at this, 
however, and had the temerity to come 
back and demand the remainder of his 
meal. The proprietor of the restau- 
rant very naturally refused to allow 
him to enter the place again, where- 
upon he struck Melsted a blow in the 


face. His arrest followed shortly after- 
ward. Justice Seaman gave Stevens 
twenty days. 


In the case of B. Domingo it seemed 
to be an instance of the exercise of un- 
sound judgment on: the part of the ar- 
resting officer Domingo is An Italian 
who has only been in the country a few 
weeks.

Spencer, however, brought 
Domingo in and placed a_ charge 
against him, but Justice Seaman only 
imposed a nominal fine and discharged 
the defendant. 

Other cases were disposed of as fol- 
lows: William Hooley, disturbing the 
peace, five days; R. A. Yates, drunk, 
two days: Patrick Camon, drunk, five 
days; F. Flukez, battery, ten days.
